Oil Industry Needs 


Farmers’ Help 


Farm Fuel Users Asked To Help Save Gas 
So All Essential Users Can Be Supplied 


sce nation’s supply of oil prod- 

ucts will hit new highs this 
year, but supply and demand will 
run “neck and neck.” 

That’s what L. F. McCollom, 
president of the Continental Oil 
Company, told a nation-wide con- 
ference of farmers and oil men in 
Kansas City. Supplies are expect- 
ed to average a quarter-billion gal- 
lons daily. 

Representatives of the oil in- 
dustry promised that farmers will 
be given preference in distribu- 
tion of fuel supplies. 

The supply situation is going 
to be tight. But fuel for food pro- 
duction and distribution will come 
first. 

As outlined by industry spokes- 
men at the Kansas City confer- 
ence, the farm fuel-saving pro- 
gram has three main parts: 

First, put all your motorized 
equipment in tip-top shape, so it 
will operate efficiently. That in- 
volves proper adjustment of the 
motor, proper loading so the mo- 
tor is working at something like 
a full load, shutting the moto 
off instead of letting it idle while 
you visit across the fence with 
a neighbor, and the proper ad- 
justment of machinery used with 
the tractor. 

Second big step is to figure out 
about what you will need in the 
way of motor fuel this year. You 
have some idea from last year’s 
experience. So tell your tank- 
wagon man.now. 


You can be sure he'll pass 


the word along to higher 
headquarters. Some “spot” 


shortages can be avoided if 
the oil men can Know in ad- 
vance what the demand will 
be in each area. 


Third step is to clean and fix 
up all the fuel storage space you 
can on your farm. Right now, the 
industry could deliver a lot of 
tractor gas that is stored. But it 
is not able to build up a bigger 
reserve now because storage ca- 
pacity is full. 

If you can take more gas now, 
the companies will have more 
They can get it 


storage space. 








filled again before the peak load 
hits. 

And even a couple barrels of 
extra gas on the farm might com 
in handy. It could pull you thru 
three or fou when you 
tank-wagon man might be tempo 
rarily out of fuel. 

McCollom said that last year 
the industry met demands 35 pet 
cent greater than the pre-wat 
peak of 1941. “The petroleum 
industry is now working a 24-hour 
day, seven days a week,” he point- 
ed out. 

Fuel to Keep the farm .machin- 
ery going is not the only essen 
tial demand that must be fulfilled 
before there can be gas for pleas- 
ure driving.

Also included on the essen- 
tial list are processing machin- 
ery, transportation for farm 
and other essential products, 
fuel for services connected 
with health and safety of the 
public.

There 
also has been a big increase 
the demand for fuel to run pro 
essing machinery, such as grail 
according to G. A, Norton, 
agricultural engineer of the Unit- 
States Department of Agriculture

Worst ’47 Corn On 
Spring Plowing 


Maybe Corn on Spring-Plowed Land Will 
Be Better in 1948 if Causes Are Noted 


Spring plowing made poor 
corn in many fields last year. 
Wet ground also failed to pro- 
duce much corn. Arthur Nehr- 
ing, of Hardin county, Iowa, 
discusses the causes in this 
article. The points made may 
be helpful as you get ready to 
plant another corn crop.

We have all heard of people 
made ill by ptomaine poisoning. 
They meat poisoned by bac- 
terla that specialize in just that 
kind of job. If anything looked 
sick last year to a farmer, it was 
his corn on soggy ground. 

But, how could he know that 
unwelcome bacteria, called pseu- 
cemar thrive in this soil, like 
Maggots do in a dead horse? This 
low-lifer has only one aim in life: 
to tray rm available nitrogen in 
'he soil to nitrates which are poi- 
on t n.

countless billions. The ground was 
poisoned meat for corn. 

Where these conditions pre- 
vailed, fall plowing was no better 
than ground plowed in the spring. 
But what caused the wide differ- 
ence between fall and spring plow- 
ing side by side in the same field? 

We all know that if we want 
milk to sour or yeast to ferment, 
we must keep it warm and give 
it air so that the bacteria will 
work. Canned milk doesn’t spoil. 
Cold yeast won’t work. 

Where trash, green growth and 
manure were turned under in the 
fall, the soil bacteria had a good 
chance to work. 

In the spring, the ground was 


cold and virtually sealed from air’ 


by water. Bacteria of the right 
type were smothered and those 


of the wrong type had everything 
their own way. 


We can’t make the weath- 
er, but we do have control 
over a few of these other prob- 
lems. Fall plowing ties in 
pertectly with a soil building 
crop rotation program. 


However, the only thing you 
can rotate in a swamp is the drive 
wheels on your tractor. But an 
expert surveyor can lay out a til- 
ing system that will do away with 
those unproductive: spots. 

Some of us are incurable opti- 
mists. We hope wet ground won't 
be wet next time: we hope the 
hills won’t wash like they did last 
year: we hope spring plowing will 
make good corn this yvear—and it 
may do it. 


You can give corn on spring 
plowing a better chance by plow- 
ing the land early as the ground 
gets dry enough to crumble as it

Then, to remove 
any dirt in the wound, irrigate it 
gently with clean, lukewarm wa- 
ter to which a pinch of salt has 
been added. 

Never pour iodine or any other 
strong antiseptic solution into the 
cut. A good dusting powder is 
preferable to liquid antiseptics. If 
bandaging is necessary, use only 
dry dressings. 

First-aid should be followed up 
with treatment by your veterina- 
rian if the wound is deep or if a 
minor cut fails to heal promptly. 





Asks Why His Sows 
Get Lame 


To the Editor: Almost every 
spring I have three or four 
sows out of 20 which get lame 
and go down about three 
weeks or a month after far- 
rowing. What causes this?— 
G. S., Dubuque County, Iowa. 


This is not uncommon in sows 
that have produced large litters 
and nursed them for a while. They 
have simply robbed their bodies 
of the mineral matter needed to 
keep up good bone quality. 

Even where sows are getting 
minerals, it is not certain they will 
assimilate all the minerals they 
need unless they also get large 
amounts of Vitamin D. 


To prevent this condition, be 
sure that the sows get plenty of 
bright- green, sun-cured alfalfa 


thruout the gestation period. It 
will also help to give them some 
tankage or other organic minerals. 

Many farmers use 
containing irradiated yeast, 
is high in Vitamin D. See your 
feed dealer about this; he may 
have a supplement that carries 
this yeast.

Rich Soil? 


W HERE there are lots of earth- 

worms, the soil is usually 
rich. Farmers have noticed this 
fact, and have assumed that the 
earthworms helped to make the 
soil rich. 

Soil scientists, too, have seen a 
connection between earthworms 
and a rich soil. These men have 
believed that earthworms make a 
favorable environment for bacte- 
rial life in the soil, aid in the 
breakdown of vegetable matter, 
and aid in mixing the soil. 

But, according to recent Ohio 
experiments, you can’t expect im- 
mediate effects from adding earth- 
worms to the soil. They tried out 
two kinds of earthworms. One 
was the common earthworm and 
the other was a “hybrid” earth- 
worm produced on an earthworm 
farm. 


The growth of ornamental 
plants in 1946-47 was noted 
after earthworms were add- 
ed to the soil. L. C. Hadwick, 
of the experiment station, said 
there was no noticeable dif- 
ference between check plots 
and plots which had worms 
added to the soil. 


When the soil was examined, 
water-holding capacity was found 
to be slightly higher on the plots 
where worms were added than on 
the check plots. 

But aeration and 
were found to be a 
on the plots which 
ceive worms. 

Chadwick concludes that the 
addition of earthworms to soil is 
not beneficial for production of 
herbaceous and woody ornament- 
al plants. He earth- 
worms will not persist in soil un- 
less a high content of organic mat- 
ter is maintained. And if organic 
matter content is high, there ap- 
pears little need for adding earth- 
worms. 

The experiment indicates farm-

Frozen Baked 
Apples 


AKED apples are the newest 

thing in frozen foods. New 
York experiments have shown a 
lot of difference among varieties 
in adaptability to freezing. The 
Cortland apple was voted best in 
flavor after freezing. Rome Beau- 
ty and Baldwin were also good. 

For sweetening, brown sugar or 
maple syrup proved better than 
white sugar. 

Core apples at the stem-end, but 
leave some at the bloom-end, to 
hold the syrup. Peel skin from top 
of apple. Fill core cavity with the 
sweetening. Bake, at 400 degrees, 
until soft. Then cool and pack in 
quart tub-shaped cups, between 
lavers of cellophane. Freeze and 
store at 6 degrees below zero.
